A rear projection display apparatus comprises a 
cabinet for storing an optical engine for 
providing a light beam, m u l t i - c u r v a t u r e mirror, a 
mirror, and a screen. The m u l t i - c u r va t u r e mirror, 
for reflecting the light beam to the mirror, 
consists of plurality of reflecting surfaces with 
different curvature radius depending on the 
optical path from the optical engine to the 
screen, thus it can compensate the optical path 
so as to correcte the image distortion. The 
mirror is disposed parallel with the screen for 
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reflecting the light beam to the screen. Thereby, 
the rear projection display apparatus can be 
improved the image distortion and reduced the 
depth of the display apparatus. 
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
